Willet ToBe Held On

Charges of manslaughter will be 
brought against Frank L. Willet, Jr., 
of this place, it was announced F ri­ 
day evening by

Attorney 
Amos W. Herrmann, in connection 
with the death of Dorothy Bell Rick- 
rode, of Hanover, who was struck 
and fatally injured by the car driven 
by Willet on Thursday evening. The 
announcement was 
made following 
the inquest which was held Friday 
evening. 
• The child, a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. James C. Rickrode, of Hanover, 
was struck near the high school build­ 
ing by Willet, who, it is alleged, was 
under the influence of liquor at tho 
time. 
The decision of the coroner's 
jury was as follows: 
“Dorothy Bell Rickrode came to her 
death from injuries sustained in an 
auto accident, which occurred when 
Dorothy Bell Rickrode was hit by a 
machine driven by Frank L. Willet, 
who was operating his machine in a 
reckless and careless manner while 
under the influence of liquor, accord­ 
ing to evidence. 
The jury hereby 
holds said driver of car responsible 
for the death of Dorothy Bell Rick­ 
rode.” 
Justice Sell s office and the side- 


ed during the whole time of the in­ 
quest which required two hours. Sev­ 
eral hundred persons were on hand I 
to hear the evidence as presented byj 
14 witnesses.

Open Verdict Is Return­ 
ed In Death Of 
Philadelphia Mo­ 
torist At Cross 
Keys. 


After hearing six witnesses, includ­ 
ing Denton Myers, East Berlin, who 
figured in the fatality, the coroner’* 
jury, called to investigate the death 
of Edmund W. 
Rubencane, 69, of 
Philadelphia, returned an open ver­ 
dict, after deliberating almost an hour 
Friday evening. 
By agreement 
between 
personal 
counsel and District Attorney John P. 
Butt, Mr. Myers, an elderly ware­ 
houseman, 
well-known 
throughout 
eastern Adams county, went on the 
stand to testify, but only to the ex­ 
tent of the damage to his truck which 
collided with the touring car Ruben­ 
cane Was driving at Cross Keys on 
the Lincoln Highway, August 30. 
The move in calling Myers to the 
stand at the coroner’s inquest was 
said by attorneys to be unusual and 
almost without precedent. 
District 
Attorney Butt held that if Myers tes. 
rifled, he would be taken over the en­ 
tire incident, but William Hersh and 
J. Donald Swope, who represented 
the veteran warehouseman, declared 
that if Myers went on the stand it 
would be for the sole purpbse of clear, 
ing up the controverted point as ta 
what portion of Myers’ truck was 
damaged in the crash.- 
Explains Damage 
A previous commonwealth witness 
testified that the right front of wheel 
of Myers' truck struck the touring 
car, causing it to upset, but the East 
Berlin man made categorical denial 
that the right wheel of his truck hit 
the Rubencane machine, adding that 
the left front fender of his truck was 
crushed and that there WM a slight 
scar on the hub cap of the left wheel. 
After giving that testimony, Myers 
was excused from the stand. 
The hearing was held on the front 
porch of the J. W. Shriver home, 
which stands in the southwest corner 
of 
the 
intersection of the Lincoln 
Highway and the Carlisle ’pikes, at 
Cross Keys, which is now referred to 
as the “accident center” of Adams 
county, because 
of 
extraordinarily 
large number of crashes which have 
occurred there recently. 
Miss Francas Schwab, of German­ 
town, Rubencane’s companion on a 
trip from Pittsburgh, was the first 
witness called to the stand, which was 
a rocking chair, facing the six jury, 
men. 
She told of a preliminary au­ 
tomobile through New York state, and 
of the trip from Pittsburgh 
east, 
which ended fatally 
for her com­ 
panion at Cross Key*. 
Says Truck Gave Warning 
Rubencane, she testified, was driv­ 
ing at “slow speed” when he ap­ 
proached the crossing. 
She 
said 
she saw the driver of the truck, com­ 
ing west on the highway, hold out his 
hand, adding that she recalled that 
Rubencane blew a warning for the 
crossing. 
While crossing the Carlisle ’pike. 
Miss Schwab said Rubencane swung 
his car in a semi-circle in an effort to 
avoid a collision. 
The last thing she 
remembered before the crash was the 
truck turning tm the crossing and 
bearing down on the car in which she 
was riding. 
Other witnesses summoned by the 
district attorney were J. W. Shriver, 
Cross Keys; James Surguson, 
Ger­ 
mantown; 
Patrolman A. L. Reese, 
Gettysburg; W. S. Rittase, New Ox- 
ford, and N- A. Wescott, of near New 
Oxford. 
After hearing testimony and in- 
sporting the Rubencane machine at 
the H. and H. Machine Shop, North 
Washington street, the jury began its 
deliberations, which lasted an hour.
